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This application is before the PCT Legal Office for issues arising under 35 U.S.C. 371. 



On 03 March 2000, applicants filed international application PCT/GB00/00768 which 
claimed a priority date of 05 March 1999 and which designated the United States. On 14 
September 2000, a copy of the international application was communicated to the USPTO by the 
International Bureau (IB). 

On 19 September 2000, a Demand was filed with the International Preliminary 
Examining Authority electing the United States. The election was made prior to the expiration of 
nineteen months from the priority date. As a result, the deadline for payment of the basic 
national fee was extended to expire thirty months from the priority date, i.e., 05 September 2001. 

On 05 September 2001, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States accompanied by, among other materials, payment of the basic national 



On 15 February 2002, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
Notification Of Missing Requirements indicating that an executed oath or declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.497 was required. The Notification indicated that the failure to file a 
proper response before the expiration of two months from the mailing date of the Notification, 
i.e., 15 April 2002, would result in abandonment of the application.
